Since Boxing Day of last 
year, the Anzovino family has 
been searching for answers. 

On Dec. 26 2009, the car 
Reilly Anzovino and her 
friend were travelling in, lost 
control on Hwy. 3 and collid¬ 
ed with another vehicle. 
Anzovino did not survive the 
accident and was pro¬ 
nounced deceased before 
arriving at the Welland 
General Hospital. 

Immediately questions and 
concerns were raised about 
whether the teen would have 
survived if emergency rooms 
in Fort Erie and Port 
Colborne were still in opera¬ 
tion at the time.

On Saturday, hundreds of 
Mends and family gathered 
along Lakeshore Road to 
honour the young lady, 
through the unveiling of a 
bench dedicated to her 
name. At the time, her family 
was still waiting to hear if 
dates had been set for an 
inquest into her death to 
determine if hospital 
restructuring played a role. 

"We really don't have all 
the answers yet and we want 
to know if it made a differ¬ 
ence," said Reilly's father 
Tim Anzovino before the 
ceremony started. 


He said the family sup¬ 
ports Niagara Falls MPP Kim 
Craitor, the Yellow Shirt 
Brigade and the Town of Fort 
Erie in their efforts to pro¬ 
vide answers to the family 
and appreciates everything 
that has been done up until 

"We're behind them 100 
per cent," he said. 

The bench, that faces sce¬ 
nic Lake Erie is a place for 
those close to Reilly to be 
thankful for the person she 
was, said her father. 

"That's what it's here for, 
so everyone can come and 
remember her," he said.

"It's something she would 
have wanted, she always 
brought people together and 
she still does even when 
she's not here," said Parton. 

At the bench unveiling, 
Mends shared memories of 
the teen, performed songs 
and recited poetry. 

Later in the week, the fam¬ 
ily was provided with a little 
more closure, finding out 
that the inquest into her 
death will begin on Nov. 10 at 
Town Hall with a pre-hear¬ 
ing. This will be followed by 
the inquest itself, expected 
to begin some time in 
February 2011. 

On Thursday, mayor Doug 
Martin said the Town of Fort 


Erie will seek standing in the 
inquest, allowing them to 
call witnesses and to be a 
part of the process. 

"We've clearly indicated 
since the time of the notifica¬ 
tion there would be an 
inquest, that we want to be a 
part of this," said Martin. 

He said the inquest will 
hopefully provide closure for 
Reilly's friends and family, 
but also for the people of 
Fort Erie and Port Colbome 
who no longer have emer¬ 
gency rooms at their local 
hospitals and want to know if 
the outcome would have 
been any different. 

"I think the family needs to 
know and the people need to 
know," said Martin.

On Saturday, Oct. 9 the 
Friends of Crystal Beach 
held their sixth annual 5K 
run/walk and saw their 
biggest turnout to date.

When the adults took to 
the starting line it was antici¬ 
pated that the first runner 
across the line would be back 
in about 18 minutes. 

This year, however, Joseph 
Hughes - last year's first run¬ 
ner to cross the line - was the 
first back once again, this 


time with a time of 16:56, 
trimming over a minute off 
his time from last year. 

The first female to cross 
the line this year was 
Amanda McLeod, who fin¬ 
ished with a final time of 
17:58. 

Race co-ordinator Phil 
Smith said last weekend's 
run is proof the event contin¬ 
ues to grow year after year, 
considering he estimates 
about 50 municipalities from 
both sides of the border were 
represented. 

He said this is a great 
opportunity to remind peo¬ 


ple how great of a place 
Crystal Beach can be. 

“That’s one of the reasons 
we do it, to re-introduce peo¬ 
ple to the area,” said Smith. 

He also attributes the 
sunny skies and mild tem¬ 
perature as contributors to 
the event's turnout.

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Celebrate the ‘wins’ at 
DMH, says reader 


Dear Editor, 

Is it just me or are other 
people tired of the Yellow 
Shirt Brigade’s weekly 
tirades in the local papers? 
I have been a member of 
the DMH board of direc¬ 
tors and subsequently the 
DMH standing committee 
since 1996. I know what 
services we had then and I 
know what services we have 

Do we have the hospital 
I want within a five- minute 
drive of my home? Heck 
No. I want Toronto Sick 
Kids, The Juravinski Cancer 
Center and the Ottawa 
Heart Institute all on Bertie 
Street. I know though, that 
I choose to live in Fort Erie 
and that communities small 
and large all over Canada 
are competing for the same 
limited funding and health 
care professionals. 

A recent Yellow shirt 
letter referred to our local 
doctors treating trauma. We 
have wonderfiil dedicated 
physicians in Fort Erie but 
to the best of my knowledge 
none of them are trauma 
surgeons and trauma sur¬ 
gery has never been per¬ 
formed at DMH. 

As much as I would like 
to point out countless other 
misleading statements of 
the Yellow shirts which in 
my opinion are nothing but 
fear mongering and con¬ 
tribute nothing to the 
endeavor to retain, regain 
and expand services, this let¬ 
ter is meant to highlight the 
good things happening at 
DMH. 

When it comes to a 24- 


hour urgent care centre, the 
use it or lose it message 
seems to have gotten 
through with recent daily 
average visits to DMH’s 
urgent care centre equal 
and sometimes exceeding 
the numbers seen in the for¬ 
mer “ER”. This is good 
because the more people 
use the UCC’s the less stress 
on the ER’s in the region. 

Consolidation of beds 
and offices: A refurbishing 
of the first floor to accom¬ 
modate all patient beds and 
move all offices currently in 
former patient rooms is in 
the formal planning stage. 
The cost is estimated 
approximately $200,000. 
The funding for this must 
come from donations. 
Donations in Fort Erie have 
slowed possibly due to mis¬ 
information. Part of the 
process is a new sunroom 
which will be funded by the 
DMH Foundation and 
Auxiliary who have never 
stalled their great work in 
the face of restructuring. 
Please don’t lose trust in 
either the Auxiliary or the 
Foundation. We need them, 
and they need your contin¬ 
ued support. 

Palliative care at DMH is 
better than ever with the 
dedication of great physi¬ 
cians and nursing staff. 
Palliative care and hospice 
beds in the region are limit¬ 
ed and as many unfortu¬ 
nately know watching your 
loved one pass in a crowded 
oncology unit is not the 
optimum end of life situa¬ 
tion. Our DMH site 
Palliative Care Director 
recently applied for and 


received funding from the 
Rankin Run for new pallia¬ 
tive care equipment which 

Funding is in place for an 
Energy Retrofit at DMH in 
the amount of $1.1 million. 
This is evidence of the long 
term use of the facility and 
efforts to save money on 
utilities which can be better 
used on core services. 

The LHIN has chosen 
Fort Erie to pilot the Triple 
Aim project. This is a 
Chrome Disease Prevention 
and Management program. 
More information on this 
initiative will be communi¬ 
cated in the near future. 

Four surgeons from 
Welland started seeing Fort 
Erie patients at DMH twice 
a month on the referral 
from local doctors for elec¬ 
tive assessments and surger¬ 
ies such as colonoscopy and 
gallbladder problems. This 
means that while the sur¬ 
gery is ultimately per¬ 
formed in Welland you 
won’t have to drive to these 
doctors offices for the surgi¬ 
cal consultation. 

These are just a few of 
the good things happening 

The endeavor to retain, 
regain and expand services 
at DMH must be taken 
through the proper provin¬ 
cial political/govemmental 
channels in a clear headed 
business like manner not 
with the emotional rants of 
a group with no formal 
mandate from the citizens 
of Fort Erie.
